In other instances, 
a monumental shelter was built to protect the wares from sun 
and rain. A usual form of building consisted of open arcades 
on the four exterior walls, with interior piers or columns sup- 
porting a series of groin vaults, covered with a hipped tile roof. 


This problem is such a structure, to be erected in the center 
of a public square. The exterior dimensions of the building are 
sixty by one hundred feet. The style is to be Italian Renais- 
sance of the Fifteenth Century, but the choice of materials is 
left to the competitor.
